MILLIONS of pounds could be 
injected into East Cambridge¬ 
shire in a bid to improve the 
district’s poor recycling rates. 

And council chiefs insist that 
residents must be provided with 
wheelie bins if recycling levels are 
to increase. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
bosses have announced they have 
applied to the Government for £5m to 
improve the district's waste and 
recycling service. 

Last year, the Department for 
Communities and Local Government 
announced a £250m scheme which 
local authorities could bid to for funds 
to increase the quality of waste 
collection and make it easier to recycle. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chairman of East

Cambs’ community and environment 
sub-committee, said it was an 
opportunity the council could not 
ignore and that an outline bid has now 
been prepared. 

If successful, the council plans to 
introduce a new fortnightly wheeled bin 
recycling collection, including paper, 
glass, metal cans, plastics, cartons and 
cardboard. 

Chiefs also want to have a new 
fortnightly wheeled bin collection for 
organics such as food and garden waste. 

The money would also be spent on 
buying a fleet of vehicles for the new 
services, as well as a rescheduling of 
rounds to reduce carbon emissions. 

As reported in the Weekly News, East 


Cambs currently recycles just 37 per 
cent of its waste - the lowest in the 
region. 

The council believes that if the bid is 
successful, the new service could be in 
place by the end of 2014 and that the 
district’s recycling rate could rise to 45 
to 50 per cent. 

Cllr Hobbs said: “Should we be 
successful with our bid, the new service 
would involve wheeled bin collections 
of recycling and organic materials, as 
well as the retention of the weekly black 
bag refuse collection. 

“In simple terms, our recycling 
performance would improve dram¬ 
atically with thousands of tonnes of 
waste being diverted from landfill. 

“We will also get a simple, efficient 
and environmentally-friendly waste 
service delivered at a stroke.” 

The council should find out in 


October whether its bid has been 
successful. 

There will be a period of public 
consultation this summer where 
residents can speak up about the plans. 

Cllr Hobbs said: “Over recent months 
we have been carrying out a review of J 
our waste and recycling service. 

“It has become abundantly clear that 
if we are to increase our recycling rates 
to the levels of our neighbouring ( 
districts, we would have to make a 
significant investment in the service. m 

“The opportunity which this 
Government funding presents is one we 
could not ignore.” 

The council says that properties 
which can not accommodate wheelie 
bins due to a lack of space or access 
issues would be allowed to stick with 
existing services.

Residents’ shock at 
illegal workers raid 


RESIDENTS have described 
their shock after illegal 
immigrants were caught 
working at an Indian res¬ 
taurant in their village. 

Officers from the UK Border 
Agency swooped on The Sutton 
Tandoori restaurant in High Street, 
Sutton, and found four Bangladeshi 
men working there without 
permission. 

Three of the men - two aged 37 
and one aged 27 - were identified as 
illegal entrants to the UK and 
detained while procedures to remove 
them from the UK are carried out. 
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The fourth was identified as a 28- 
year-old visa overstayer. 

He was released on immigration 
bail and must report to a police 
station each week while an out¬ 
standing immigration matter is 
considered. 

The raid happened at about 5pm 
last Wednesday. 

The restaurant may now face a 
potential fine of up to £40,000 - 
£10,000 per illegal worker - unless it 
can prove that the appropriate pre¬ 
employment checks were carried 


out, such as seeing a passport or 
Home Office document. 

Martin Redhead, of The Brook, 
Sutton, said: “Everyone’s really 
shocked. 

“The Sutton Tandoori is a popular 
restaurant and is always busy. I don’t 
think anybody had ever imagined 
something like this had been going 
on.” 

Laura Nice, of High Street, added: 
“I’m shocked that illegal immigrants 
have been found working there. 

“It’s one of the busiest Indian 
restaurants in the area.” 

UK Border Agency chief immi¬ 
gration officer Andy Dann said: 
“Where we find people who are in 


the UK illegally we will seek to 
remove them. 

“But we are also looking to target 
the employers who take on illegal 
workers and encourage illegal 
immigration in the process. 

“We’re happy to work with 
businesses to let them know what 
checks need to be done on staff, but 
those who choose to break the law 
should know that we are looking for 
them and they will face heavy fines.”

A TRAVELLING showman and 
his family have won an appeal 
to allow them to set up home 
inWilburton. 

Reggie Stocks applied for planning 
permission to move onto land north of 
Driftwoods, off Station Road. 

His application was rejected by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
following concerns from residents, 
ward councillors and Wilburton Parish 
Council. 

However, Mr Stocks appealed that 
decision with the Secretary of State 
and it has now been allowed. 

The decision means Mr Stocks, his 
wife, their three children and Mr 
Stocks’ parents are now able to move 
onto the land, together with their two 
trailer-mounted rides, their trailer- 
mounted side stall, refreshment kiosk 
and two hooplas. 

The land is located next to an 
existing travelling showperson’s yard. 

A spokesman for the family’s agents, 
Dorset-based Brimble, Lea and 
Partners, said: “Mr Stocks is a member 
of the Norwich and Eastern Counties 
Section of the Showmen’s Guild of 
Great Britain and he and his family are 
currently living on the guild’s site in 
Norwich. 

“The site, however, has no room for 
all of the equipment that they operate 
and they have been looking for a site 
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for a considerable number of years. 
The location of the site is to the north 
of a series of established showmen’s 
yards fronting Station Road.” 

The family will have their wagons on 
the land, as well as a hardstanding 
area at the rear for parking and storage 
of the fairground equipment. 

Among the concerns raised to the 
district council were that Station Road 
was not fit to take more HGVs, that the 
site was susceptible to flooding, and 
that it was a non-local family 
submitting the application. 

The parish council also said there 
were too many travelling showmen’s 
plots in the area. In a letter to the 
council, Jane Brown, secretary of the 
showmen’s guild, said: “We feel it is 
important for our members to have 
permanent sites for them and their 
families. We work very hard with 
councils to try and find sites that are 
suitable for our members. 

“InWilburton, there are various 
showmen’s sites that have been there 
for many years. The showmen have 
integrated with the village and all 
seem to get along very well.” 

A district council spokesman 
confirmed that the appeal had been 
allowed. 


Straw fires 
spark call 
for rules 


FARMERS should have to 
obey rules when storing 
their straw or hay, say 
concerned residents. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council is being 
urged to regulate how the 
district’s farmers and 
smallholders store their 
straw. 

The plea comes after 
arsonists set fire to huge 
straw stacks in the Mepal 
and Witcham area. 

In February, more than 
60,000 tonnes of straw 
were set alight at the two 
separate sites. 

The fires took weeks to 
fully extinguish and 
villagers say they caused 
“huge inconvenience” for 
residents and businesses. 

Mark Pepperton, from 
Witcham Toll, said: “I 
believe there should be 
rules and regulations 
when it comes to the 
storage of straw. 

“The straw stack fires we 
had in Witcham Toll and 
Mepal earlier this year 
were not only awful for the 
landowners but also a 
huge inconvenience for 
the whole community. 

“They took ages to burn 
out and the amount of 
pollution they caused was 
devastating.” 

He added: “I think the 
council should regulate 
how much straw is stored 
in any one place and the 
way that it is stored. That 
would surely reduce the 
amount of arson attacks.” 

Police have launched a 
special crackdown on rural 
crime. 

Arson liaison officer for 
the Cambridgeshire Arson 
Partnership, Martin 
Boome, said: “The conse¬ 
quences of arson are huge. 

“People don’t realise the 
resources the fire service 
have to put in place to 
tackle fires such as these 
straw stack fires.”

EXHAUSTED marathon runners are getting 
some well-earned rest after taking part in one 
of the toughest sporting challenges. 

Scores of East Cambridgeshire residents 
joined the 37,500-strong throng in the gruelling 
26.2-mile London Marathon on Sunday.

Obviously, there 
was the link to the 10-year anniversary of 
Holly’s death, which was emotional, so I was 
relieved I was able to do it justice by finishing.” 

Emma Goldsack, 30, also from Soham, took 
part to raise money for the Lisa Barnes 
Memorial Fund, which in turn is supporting the 
Arthur Rank Hospice Charity. 

By crossing the finishing line, Emma, a 
recruitment consultant, raised £1,500 for the 
fund. 

Three employees from the King’s School Ely 
also donned their running shoes. 

Mark Hart, operations director, Tom 
Kingsnorth, the head’s PA and chef, Chris 
Woodfin, all took part. Mark’s 18-year-old son, 
Adam, also ran. 

Mark raised money for Asthma UK and Chris 
raised sponsorship for the Alzheimer’s Society. 

Another employee, Chanre Bond, head of 
girls’ games, was due to take part but had to 
pull out due to an injury. Her place has been 


held over for next year’s race. 

Tom said: “The atmosphere was incredible.” 

Mum-of-three Sara Brown, a nurse at Ely’s 
Princess of Wales Hospital, also took part to 
raise money for Spring Meadow School in Ely. 

The 43-year-old has raised at least £150, 
with sponsorship money still pouring in. 

Meningitis survivor Jeremy Reader, from 
Soham, completed the marathon for the second 
year running. 

The 37-year-old, who owns JK Memorials, 
touched the finish line in 4 hours 16 minutes 
and 46 seconds and was raising money for two 
charities - Dreams Come True, a national 
charity giving wishes to seriously and 
terminally ill children, and Molyn Care, a charity 
which rose from the ashes of the recently axed 
Soham Community Support Scheme. 

He said: “It was quite a difficult race and I 
hadn’t been able to train as much as I’d liked to 
due to injury. 

“But I was pleased with my time and 
certainly plan to run it next year. You can’t help 
but get sucked into the atmosphere there. It’s 
unreal.”

Homes raided 
in huge drugs 
crackdown 

ONE of the county’s biggest drugs raids 
hit Cambridgeshire on Tuesday 
morning when more than 300 police 
officers swooped on a series of 
properties. 

Heavyweight metal enforcers were 
used to break down the doors of 18 
properties as part of the drugs 
operation, which resulted in 16 arrests. 

One of the raids was in Derby’s Yard, 
Sutton, and another in Ely 

Police said months of work had gone 
in to the raids, codenamed Operation 
Vanguard, in a bid to bust a group 
suspected of distributing Class A drugs 
in the county. 

Raids were also carried out in 
Cambridge, Milton, Waterbeach, St 
Ives, Burwell, Needingworth, 
Cottenham, Fulbourn and Huntingdon. 

Arrests were made on suspicion of 
money laundering and conspiracy to 
supply class A drugs, mainly cocaine. 

Those arrested have been taken to 
Thorpe Wood Police Station. 

Chief Inspector Darren Alderson 
said: “These raids are part of the force’s 
ongoing campaign to stop class A drugs 
being sold in Cambridgeshire. 

“The use and supply of drugs in not 
only illegal, it also fuels other types of 
crime. 

“We take this type of offending very 
seriously and would urge anyone with 
information about it to contact police.”

Builders are set 
to face new levy 


THE amount of cash which 
developers have to contri¬ 
bute when building in the 
Ely area could soon be 
controlled by a standard 
fixed charge. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council is planning to replace its 
current Section 106 agreements 
with a Community Infrastructure 
Levy (CIL). 

The CIL is a new levy that 
councils are able to adopt. It is 
charged in pounds per square 
metre of additional net floor space 
and applies to all new dwellings of 
lOOsqm or more. 

Development for charitable 
purposes and affordable housing 
will be exempt. 

Council chiefs plan to introduce 
the new levy by the end of this 
year and say more than £7m could 
be secured through CIL over the 
next five years - through 


residential development alone. 

Cllr Moakes said: “The CIL is 
going to change the way devel¬ 
opers contribute to the areas in 
which they plan to build. 

“Instead of long ongoing 
discussions about the money they 
will have to pay, there will be a 
clear rate which they know they 
must pay to the benefit of local 
communities and residents. 

“This new funding arrangement 
will above all help us as local 
authorities to deliver the major 
infrastructure which our growing 
district needs.” 

The CIL would also allow for a 
number of developer contri¬ 
butions to be pooled in order to 
deliver larger-scale infrastructure 
needs, such as transport 
improvements, schools or leisure 
facilities. 

Section 106 agreements would 
continue to be used to secure local 
site-related infrastructure, such as 
open space, access and habitat 


protection - and affordable 
housing. 

The council would use CIL to 
operate in tandem with a scaled- 
back system of Section 106 
agreements. 

Cllr Moakes said: “Whether it is 
a new school, community 
building or transport infra¬ 
structure, the CIL money can 
ensure we provide the facilities 
which are required to keep pace 
with future growth. 

“The next stage of the process is 
to confirm the rates which will be 
charged throughout the district, 
and we hope people can come 
forward to contribute to this 
discussion throughout May.” 

A public consultation regarding 
the CIL is being held from May 3 
to 31.

Report shows concern about migrants’ living conditions 


MIGRANT workers are 
living in some of the 
worst housing in East 
Cambridgeshire, 
according to a report. 

A study called the 
Migration Impacts Fund 
(MIF) project has revealed 
that migrant workers occupy 
some of the worst housing in 
the district’s private rental 
sector. 

The project was carried out 
by Cambridgeshire County 
Council, East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council and 


Fenland District Council to 
“combat overcrowding, 
exploitation and health and 
safety issues for migrant 
workers in private rented 
accommodation”. 

Now council chiefs, 
working with partner agen¬ 
cies, are vowing to increase 
inspections and crack down 
on landlords who are pro¬ 
viding poor living acco¬ 
mmodation to migrant 
workers. 


In a report put before East 
Cambs’ development and 
transport committee, Emily 
Haysom, the council’s health 
and safety housing officer, 
said: “The groundwork has 
revealed that some of the 
worst housing in the private 
rental sector is occupied by 
migrant workers. 

“Migrant workers are also 
least likely to complain about 
living conditions. 

“This may be due to a lack 


of confidence with English 
language or a willingness to 
put up with poor conditions 
or overcrowding in order to 
save money. 

“They may also not 
complain out of fear of 
intimidation and the threat of 
eviction.” 

The project was funded by 
the MIF and since March 
2010, council officers have 
been working with tenants, 
migrant workers and various 


organisations to assess the 
situation in the region. 

East Cambridgeshire and 
Fenland have some of the 
highest migrant worker 
populations in the country. 

Miss Haysom says the 
project has increased 
officers’ knowledge on 
migrant workers and their 
housing conditions in the 
region, and that they are now 
better equipped to help 
tackle any issues. 


She said: “The findings 
have contributed to 
developing new and 
inclusive ways of inspecting 
problem properties while 
protecting tenants, by 
identifying priority prop¬ 
erties, close partnership 
working, improving comm¬ 
unication, as well as 
contributing to countywide 
strategy on migrant workers. 

“A good network of 
partners has now been built 
up to provide support for 
migrant workers and 
community cohesion.”

Message of thanks sent out by 
wife of heart attack rugby player 


THE wife of a rugby player who collapsed 
on the pitch after suffering a heart attack 
has thanked the people who saved his life. 

Julie Turpie insists that if it wasn’t for 
teammates, paramedics and experts at 
Papworth Hospital her husband, Allan, 
would not be alive today. 

Ely Tigers hooker and father-of-two Mr 
Turpie suffered a heart attack near the end 
of his side’s match against Shelford at the 
Davey Field in Great Shelford on April 7. 

Players from both teams tried valiantly 
to get his heart beating again until a 
doctor arrived - in an air ambulance 
which landed on the pitch - and was able 
to restart circulation with a defibrillator. 

Mr Turpie, who is in his early 40s and 
lives in Chatteris, was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s and then to Papworth 
Hospital, where his condition on arrival 
was described as “life-threatening”. 

Now back home with his wife and their 
two children and doing “really well” but 
has no recollection of what happened on 
the day. 


Mrs Turpie said: “As a family, no words 
can express how thankful and grateful we 
are to Duncan Forteath, Lewis Harvey 
and Simon Curry, all from Ely Rugby Club, 
and David Hatter, from Shelford Rugby 
Club, who acted immediately and started 
CPR as soon as they realised that Allan 
was not breathing, and then continued 
until the paramedics and the doctor 
arrived to take over. 

“Their actions on that day were truly 
amazing and we will be forever in their 
debt.” 

Mrs Turpie also thanked staff at 
Papworth Hospital and other for their 
support. 

Gary Spitzer, from the East Anglian Air 
Ambulance, who attended the scene, 
said: “I’d like to thank the patient’s 
teammates who gave us fantastic support 
at the incident scene. 

“Their concern for their friend was 
clear and they helped us in every way 
they could.”

Serious issues 
to consider 

Sir, I applaud Susan Harrison for 
setting out the things we have to be 
cheerful about in Ely (“Many 
reasons to be cheerful”, Weekly 
News, April 19) and support her 
sentiments that we should 
recognise this. 

This should not, however, allow us 
to take our eyes off some very 
pressing issues. 

Principle among these is the growth 
of the city. We are repeatedly told by 
the council that we should support 
growth and that growth is a good 
thing, so long as it is managed 
properly. My small family are 
among the 12,200 or so people who 
have already moved in to the 
district in the last decade. So a great 
deal of rapid growth has already 
occurred and allows us to assess 
how well this growth has been 
managed so far. 

After our first year in Ely, all the 
signs are of an area that is already 
badly struggling to provide for its 
existing population. Take GP 
services. I came from a village in 
South Cambridgeshire that had two 
surgeries. In this city, it seems there 
is only one surgery accepting new 
patients, which is situated well 
outside the city to the north. We 
have one car that my wife uses for 
work while I use the train, so it’s a 
40-minute walk to the doctor for 
myself. There’s a surgery just down 
the road but it isn’t accepting new 
patients. The net result is I simply 
don’t go! 

What about schools? In a few weeks 
we will find out where our son is 
going to school. I have no idea 
where, it could be one of three. Our 
catchment school Ely St Johns is 
very heavily over-subscribed, our 
next closest is also over-subscribed, 
so it’s likely he will get the third 
choice school, the farthest away 
from us of the three primary 
schools. We are told that the new 
housing developments to the north 
of the city will have two new 
primary schools. It’s a shame this 
wasn’t thought of when the city was 
first growing. 

How about local services? When we 
moved here I had to be told several 
times over that black sacks were 
thrown in the streets on bin day 
because I just didn’t believe it! Then 
I discovered that there was no 
plastics collection. Then I 
discovered that the local ruling 
party had made it in to a political 
issue by promising to maintain 
weekly black bin collections, as if to 
do so was some sort of triumph. 
Having come from South Cambs 
who moved to a fully 
comprehensive recycling collection 
service that meant black waste was 
minimised to hardly anything at all, 
allowing for fortnightly service, I 



felt like I’d gone back 10 years. 
Another issue we had when we 
moved here was with the road noise 
coming from the A10 to the west of 
the city. For reasons that I can’t to 
this day understand, we didn’t 
notice it when we were looking 
around the house, probably 
because we didn’t spend any real 
time outside. When I enquired as to 
what measures were taken when 
the houses in west Ely were built to 
mitigate noise, it became evident 
that national planning guidelines 
were not followed and that road 
noise was not measured when the 
development sites were planned. If 
it were, the decibel level would have 
been such that developers would 
have been required to take action to 
reduce the impact of noise through 
a barrier for example. Instead, a 
green space area was created, 
which, while nice enough 
aesthetically, if taking a walk in is 
something akin to strolling along a 
motorway verge and does not 
exactly offer a breath of fresh air! 

On the big topic of parking, the 
ruling party has a potentially 
sympathetic audience in the shape 
of the district’s new arrivals. 
Whereever they have come from, 
the chances are they are used to, 
and expect to have to pay 
something for, their parking. 

And yet the Ely traders have my 
complete sympathy. Mr Olley, who I 
expected to be your typical 
whinging local nimby, has made his 
organisation’s points well and 
maintained his dignity, while the 
ruling party appear to have 
imploded over the issue and 
descended in to chaos. Cllr 
Moakes’s attempt to show reason 
and conciliation was totally 
undermined by his own actions 
toward his party members, who he 
bizarrely punished for standing up 
for their constituents. He really 
ought to know what it is to have a 
coalition of views across the ruling 
party. His earlier blatant attempt to 
turn Mary Portas’s criticism of his 
council in to a slight by her on Ely 
itself appeared to be wilfully 
misleading and came across as little 
more than a cheap political trick. 
There’s not a lot the authority can 
do to prevent supermarkets moving 
in to the city as the population 
grows. This growth we are told is a

good thing, so the authority must 
do a lot more to make sure this is 
the case. Yes, free parking on the 
edge of a very small city is likely to 
attract cars away from central car 
parks that charge. The authority 
should work with partners to 
deliver things in the city that people 
will walk there for, even if they do 
park in Sainsbury’s. The centre of 
Ely at the weekend is chaos in 
terms of cars and unpleasant for 
drivers and cyclists alike. As such 
there is a case all this is the 
consequence of ‘growth’ and 
everyone needs to be much more 
intelligent about how we deal with 
it. 

I imagine some of these issues will 
prompt a response from the local 
council that they are not their 
responsibility. The county council is 
responsible for schools and the 
NHS for GP surgeries. This is part of 
the problem, though. If the local 
council believes the continued 
growth of Ely is going to be such a 
positive for the city, it can not then 
distance itself from the services that 
are then so adversely affected by 
their growth. 

All parties concerned need to work 
together to ensure services are 
prepared for growth. 

So before we go for more of it, and 
before we are asked to accept it 
unconditionally, we should sort out 
the already over-stretched services 
now before we heap more pressure 
on them. 

Susan Harrison wants people to 
think about Ely’s many positives - 
let’s not allow them be 
overshadowed by parking, 
congestion, litter and 
overcrowding.

Former sailor jailed 
for child sex abuse 


A PERVERTED sailor 
who sexually assaulted 
two young boys has 
been jailed for 14 years. 

Anthony Newman, who 
was a rating in the Royal 
Navy, befriended the 
children, the youngest when 
he was aged just 6, before 
going on to abuse them over a 
number of years. 

The abuse happened in the 
1970s and 80s when Newman, 
now aged 57, lived in the 
Swindon area. 

At the time of his arrest, 
Newman, who is married 
with three children, was living 
in Parsons Lane, Littleport.

Newman pleaded guilty to 
12 counts of sexually abusing 
two young boys and it was at 
Swindon Crown Court on 
April 13 and was jailed for 14 
years. 

The first boy had lost his 
father when he was 
befriended by Newman, who 
was aged 19 or 20 at the time, 
in the early 1970s. 

He then went on to abuse 
the 10-year-old for approx¬ 
imately a year, buying him 
alcohol and engaging in 
sexual activity with him. 


Due to a lack of evidence, 
the case then went cold. 

But it was in October 2009 
that another man contacted 
police to report how 
Newman, who is now 
medically retired, had abused 
him as a child. 

The second boy, aged just 6 
at the time, was befriended by 
Newman in the late 1980s and 
was abused by him until he 
was around 13. 

DC Melissa Carr, the officer 
in the investigation, said: 
“Anthony Newman is an 
extremely depraved indiv¬ 
idual who abused his position 
of trust to exploit two young 
boys for his own sexual 


gratification. 

“This was a complex 
investigation and we are 
pleased with the sentence 
imposed by the court. 

“I would like to take this 
opportunity to commend the 
two victims in this case for 
the bravery and dignity they 
have shown throughout the 
judicial process. Without 
their continued assistance, 
this sentence would not have 
been possible.” 

Newman has also been 
made to register as a sex 
offender for life and will never 
be allowed to work with 
children. 


Police appeal over 101 


Neighbourhood Watch call 


POLICE are urging resi¬ 
dents not to call the new 
101 non-emergency num¬ 
ber for non-policing 
issues. 

The plea comes just 
two weeks since the old 
0345 number was 
switched off and 101 was 
introduced. 

Examples of misuse of 
101 include somebody 
asking where their nearest 
tip is and a person com¬ 
plaining about an aerial 
outside their home. 

Tracy Blackwood, 


police service centre 
manager, said: “Call 
operators are receiving 
calls about non-police 
issues and potentially 
keeping other people on 
hold who do have a police 
matter that needs dealing 
with. 

“People should con¬ 
tinue to call 999 when an 
immediate response is 
needed, for example, if a 
crime is happening, 
someone suspected of a 
crime is nearby, or some¬ 
one is in danger.” 


RESIDENTS are being urged to 
run Neighbourhood Watch 
schemes in their streets. 

The East Cambs Neigh¬ 
bourhood Watch Association is 
currently removing old and 
redundant Neighbourhood Watch 
street signs in areas where the 
scheme is no longer active. 

They are being removed to 
meet insurance obligations. 

Already more than 70 signs 
have been removed from Ely and 
signs throughout East Cambs will 
be removed in the coming 
months. 

The association is urging 


residents to save their signs and 
start running Neighbourhood 
Watch schemes in their areas. 

A spokesman for the group 
said: “For those who wish to 
keep themselves and their 
neighbours feeling safe and 
secure, the association would 
encourage them to establish a 
Neighbourhood Watch Scheme. 

“This would include 
identifying one volunteer to 
become the coordinator for their 
street.”

As the race date for 
Cambridge’s inaugural Town 
and Gown 10k approaches, 
reporter Leanne Ehren talks 
to Linda Watson from 
Littleport about how race 
organisers Muscular 
Dystrophy Campaign helped 
her regain her independence 

IT was not until mother-of- 
two Linda Watson was 30 
that she was diagnosed 
with the progressive con¬ 
dition muscular dystrophy. 

She could still walk and was 
active but over the past 20 years 
has slowed down incredibly and 
reached a stage where she needed 
a wheelchair. 

The Littleport resident, now 50, 
said: “It was about four years ago I 
gave up driving and became a lot 
less independent. 

“I was using a normal wheel¬ 
chair and was still walking a little 
but I decided a motorised wheel¬ 
chair would make a big difference 
to my life.” 

The NHS would not wholly fund 
the £18,000 Balder chair that 
Linda needed and so she received 
a grant from Muscular Dystrophy 
Campaign and the Access to Work 
group to help her fund it. 

Linda works as a finance officer 
for Cambridgeshire ACRE and said 
having the chair, which stands her 
up and lies her down, has made a 
big difference to her life and that 
of her husband, who helps care for 
her. 

She said: “It’s had a huge 
difference. If I ever wanted to go 
anywhere before, I had to be 
taken. Now, I take myself. 

“I take myself to work, I get on 


the bus and go shopping and can 
get on the train to see my 
daughter in London. 

“I’m also out and about in the 
community. I can’t explain how 
my life and my husband’s life has 
changed because of the 
wheelchair.” 

Linda, who is the editor of 
parish magazine Littleport Life, 
said it is not only the grants that 
are valuable for the charity but 
also the information it provides to 
sufferers. 


She explained: “The biggest 
thing the Muscular Dystrophy 
Campaign does is provide 
information for people like me. 

“For example, I needed a new 
bed and I was able to go on their 
website and look at what I needed 
and where to get it from. It’s such a 
boon to have that information 
available.”

Red tape cut 
to increase 
local housing

“If we are to continue to succeed 
as an area we must help those people 
wanting to get on the property 
ladder find the right home.”

Eligible properties must have been 
vacant for six months or more. 

Cllr Moakes said: “East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire has been rightly recog¬ 
nised as a great place to live in a 
number of recent surveys, and in 
order to help people who want to 
move to our district there is a real 
need to meet this housing demand.

Landmark city house celebrates a rise in tourists

A TOURIST attraction in 
Ely appears to be 
weathering the current 
economic climate well. 

Figures showing the 
performance of the city’s 
historic Oliver Cromwell 
House, in St Mary’s Street, 
have been published and show 
the attraction is thriving in 
many areas. 

Admission numbers rose 
from 12,966 in 2010/11 to 
14,171 last year- almost 1,000 
people more than what was 
expected. As a result, 
admission income generated 
rose from £49,915 in 2010/11 
to £52,821 in 2011/12. 

The total retail income 
generated at Oliver Cromwell 
House, which is also home to 
Ely’s tourist information 
centre, for 2011/12 was 
£42,540 - up from £41,617 in 
2010/11. 

Room hire income also 
rocketed from £122 in 2010/11 
to £1,740 in 2011/12.

£26,616 in 2010/11 to £29,112 
last year. 

Food and drink income did

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The corridors of power 


Sir Antony Jay tells JENNIFER 
SHELTON why updating Jim Hacker 
and Sir Humphrey for the 21 st century 
proved surprisingly easy - and why he 
has no regrets about having Margaret 
Thatcher as his biggest fan 


S TILL one of the classic British 
sitcoms after a 
25-year absence from our 
screens, Yes, Prime Minister returns 
to audiences as a stage play, penned 
by original writers Jonathan Lynn and 
Antony Jay. 

Having won acclaim in the West End, the 
comedy is taking to the road this spring, with 
Cambridge its next stop. 

Updated for the 21st century, with 
BlackBerrys (and a few more women) in 
evidence, Yes, Prime Minister sees premier 
Jim Hacker and Cabinet Secretary Sir 
Humphrey Appleby face a country on the 
brink of financial meltdown. Yet for Jay (Sir 
Antony Jay, in fact, having been created a 
Knight Bachelor in 1988), the humour, the 
dilemmas and the characters - including 
luckless Bernard Wolley, the Private 
Secretary forever caught in the crossfire 
between his two bosses - remain very much 
as they ever were. 

“It was funny, it didn’t seem like a change 
at all,” says Jay. “When we got together to 
start writing it, it had been 23 years since the 
series had ended, but it might as well have 
been two weeks. We just carried straight on. 

“There’s a kind of abiding truth about 
government,” he continues. “There is a very 
funny play called The Government Inspector 
that was written in 1836, and which is just as 
funny today. And we wrote the first series of 
Yes, Minister [in the first three series, Hacker 
was a Cabinet Minister and Sir Humphrey his 
Permanent Secretary; the show only became 
Yes, Prime Minister for the final two runs]

when Callaghan was Prime Minister, but it 
didn’t get transmitted until Thatcher was in. 
The government was very, very different, but 
it didn’t seem to worry anyone.” 

Does he think David Cameron and Nick 
Clegg will be as encouraging about today’s 
play? 

“I think so I think they’ve all been to see 
it. But you’ll have to ask them, not me!” 

In the current production, Graham Seed 
{The Archers) stars as the blundersome Prime 
Minister and Michael Simkins ( Mamma Mia! 
and Chicago ) as smooth-talking Sir 
Humphrey. They’re iconic roles to step into, 
but the new cast seem to be rising 
successfully to the challenge. 

“It’s interesting because they all see it 
differently but they all seem to be right,” says 
Jay. “They approach it differently but it seems 
convincing. For years the characters were 
only associated with Paul Eddington and 
Nigel Hawthorne and it didn’t seem like they 
could be played by anyone else. But actually 
they can. And of course, we wrote the five 
original scripts without knowing who would 
be cast. So it wasn’t as though they were star 
vehicles, or that we were writing for anyone 
in particular.” 

The transition from screen to stage proved 
similarly smooth: “In a way we were always 
writing for a theatre audience because in the 
television studios there were 300 people. So 
we’ve always written it for audiences and for 
laughs. 

“I think they’ve made a terrible mistake 
with comedy today in not having a studio 
audience for most of it. It’s not just that the 
studio audience encourages laughter at home, 
it affects the way you write and it affects the 
way you act. There’s a quality about a comedy 
with an audience that you don’t get 
otherwise.” 

Perhaps hoping to redress the balance, Yes, 
Prime Minister is scheduled to return to our 
screens this autumn following the success of 
the play, starring David Haig and the majority 
of the original London cast. 

“It’s coming out in the autumn and we’re 
recording this summer,” says Jay. “It’s in six 


parts, but what’s unusual is that it’s an 
adaptation of the stage play - so a single 
story - told over six episodes. So it’s really a 
serial rather than a series.” 

Audiences in Cambridge will get a glimpse 
of what’s to come when Yes, Prime Minister 
visits the Arts Theatre next week. Jay owes 
much of his career to the city, having studied 
here in the 1950s. 

“I was at Magdalene for four years reading 
Classics. I loved it. Almost too much. Funnily 
enough, what I don’t associate Cambridge 
with is the work. I played a lot of bridge and a 
lot of cricket - then I suddenly had to knuckle 
down in my final year to get a good degree,” 
which he did, gaining a first class honours 
degree. 

“I’m an honorary fellow of my college so I 
still go back. Things have changed, and I 
noticed it when my son went down in the late 
70s. But you feel there are certain things that 
are pretty much the same. The people change 
but the system doesn’t.” 

Did he become interested in politics while 
at university? 

“I wasn’t remotely interested in politics as 
a student, but I was interested in writing. I 
wrote for Granta and the Cambridge Review 
and edited the college magazine. 

“I got interested in politics after I’d left and 
gone to work at the BBC, where I worked on 
the Tonight programme. 

“It was probably, looking back, the best 
time to be in the BBC. It was before ITV 
started, and there was a great sort of revival 
of the BBC in the late 50s and it was all 
doing amazingly well. It was a lot of work but 
it really taught you a lot.”

Mulch mania beats weeds 


OAROrNING^

M ulching is such a 
useful process and so 
simple. You spread a 
layer of something or other 
on top of your soil, around 
your plants, and it stops the 
weeds coming up and keeps 
the existing moisture in. 

It also reduces soil temperature, 
which will therefore reduce water 
loss, and makes beds and borders 
look somehow tidier, creating a neat 
carpet under which to display your 
plants. 

But there are many mulches from 
which to choose - from organic 
manures and garden compost to bark 
chippings, straw and leaf mould. So 
which one is best? 

Well, from a nutritional point of 
view, you need to go for bio¬ 
degradable mulches, those which 
break down gradually to release 
nutrients into the soil. 

You can’t beat a well-rotted

farmyard manure, which is rich in 
nutrients, so it’s perfect for hungry 
feeders such as roses and fruit 
bushes. Just make sure that it is well 
rotted because fresh manure releases 
ammonia which will scorch plants 
and may kill them. If you find fresh 
manure at a cheap price, it will need 
stacking for at least six months to rot 
down before use. 

If you don’t want to buy farmyard 
manure, think about making your 


own compost, but be warned that 
you need to follow certain guidelines 
to make rich, effective compost 
which is balanced. Don’t fill a 
compost bin with mainly grass 
clippings or you’ll end up with a 
soggy mess. 

Use a mixture of household waste 
including vegetable peelings, egg 
shells, torn up newspaper and tea 
leaves or coffee grounds, along with 
dead plants, rootballs or used potting 


compost and autumn leaves. Don’t 
add any cooked foods or meats and 
avoid perennial weeds and diseased 
plants, which may leave spores in the 
compost which will do their damage 
when you add it to your borders. 

Another homemade mulch is leaf 
mould, made from autumn leaves 
you rake up, which can then be 
stored in dustbin liners with holes for 
drainage. It will take a year to break 
down but you should end up with a 
dark, sweet-smelling material which 
you can add to your beds and 
borders. 

However, it tends to be shortlived 
and you’ll probably have to mulch 
again next season. 

The best quality leaf mould is 
produced from the leaves of oak, 
beech or hornbeam. Thick leaves 
such as sycamore, walnut, horse 
chestnut and sweet chestnut need to 
be shredded before adding to the 
pile. 

If you’re patient, you can use well- 
rotted leaf mould which is more than 
two years old as seed-sowing 
compost, or mixed equally with sharp 
sand, garden compost and good- 
quality soil as potting compost. 

Other choice mulches include 
garden compost, spent mushroom 
compost, cocoa shells, wood 
chippings, processed conifer bark, 
straw for strawberries and seaweed. 

Bark, a by-product from the 
timber industry, is available in 
various forms and colours. 


Composted bark is better and is 
widely available in garden centres 
and doesn't go soggy in really wet 
weather. 

Wood chips, a cheaper option, 
while effective as a mulch, take 
nitrogen from the soil and may slow 
plant growth, so you may have to add 
a little more nitrogenous fertiliser to 
the soil if you use them. 

‘Spent’ mushroom compost, 
referring to the fact it is the compost 
left over from mushroom farming, is 
also widely available and as it 
contains chalk it is useful on acid 
soils that are low in organic matter, 
where the liming effect of the chalk 
is an added benefit to soil fertility. 

It’s brilliant used in the vegetable 
garden, but should be avoided where 
ericaceous plants such as 
rhododendrons, camellias, azaleas 
and heathers are being grown, as 
these plants need acidic growing 
conditions and are chalk-hating. 

Mushroom compost is also not 
recommended for neutral, alkaline or 
chalky soils, which would be made 
excessively alkaline by the addition 
of further chalk. 

And on the subject of peat, 
without getting into a heated debate 
on the conservation issue - don’t use 
it to mulch the soil because it dries 
out, blows around and doesn’t 
contain many nutrients.

Chevrolet Volt gets 
UK launch In city

SO here it is - the pretty 
ordinary-looking new 
Chevrolet Volt is now on 
sale, writes Mike Scialom. 

You can’t tell from the outside, 
but the Volt’s primarily electric 
powerplant makes it a game- 
changer which at a stroke puts 
Chevrolet at the forefront of new 
car technology. 

Having tested the Volt across 
the city - OK I got lost on my way 
to and from the Hotel Felix and 
ended up on the Mil in the rush 
hour - I can tell you that it’s a 
mightily agreeable car to drive. 
Which is just as well, because that 
fact offset the annoyance I felt at 
being stuck in traffic. When I get 
fed up crawling around I start 
looking for ways out, so when I 
see the words “ring road” on a 
roadside sign I’m like a bolting 
horse. I like rings and I like roads, 
so off I go, happy in the 
knowledge that I’ll get there 
eventually. There’s no hurry, it 
might be “their” rush hour but it 
doesn’t have to be “my” rush hour. 
And guess what, having the Volt to 
not rush around in turned into a 
very positive experience. 

The first thing you notice about 
driving an all-electric vehicle is 
the absence of noise to the point 
where you’re happy to hear the 
tyres rolling. You’ll not want to be 
using the music system or the 
aircon unless absolutely 
necessary, to save energy for the 
moving forward bit. 

It’s slightly different with the 
Volt because it’s not actually an

all-electric car - it houses a 1.4- 
litre petrol engine which is used 
only when strictly required ie 
when accelerating up a steep hill 
or if you’ve run out of battery 
power. Could I hear the slightest 
thrumming of an engine sitting, 
acoustically speaking, just below 
the volume of the rolling tyres? I 
think so, but never got to found 
out because of course there’s no 
hills to speak of round these parts 
and the engine monitoring 
display, which shows you real¬ 
time information on the amount 
of power remaining, said I had 
lots of charge. The turnaround 
here is that Chevy has made the 
oil-burner subservient - 72mpg 
and 124g/km subservient - to the 
battery set-up. I could see nothing 
about petrol usage on the dials, 
but you don’t study these things 
too closely on ring roads. 
Meanwhile, I had a turnaround of 
my own to do half-way to 
Huntingdon, which is how I 
ended up on the Mil. 

Point being, my hour or so 
driving the Volt in peak-time city 
traffic and out on the motorway 
took place at a time when, just 
occasionally, you have to pull 
ahead - when other cars are 
joining the motorway, for 
instance, you don’t want to be in 
their way and you press your right 
foot down because you need to be 
doing 70mph in the outside lane . 

. . that’s when you find out how 
much grunt you’ve got at your 
disposal, and the Volt has plenty, 
and then some. 

Throughout all this the battery 
charge readometer stayed steady, 
very close to being fully charged. I 
mention this because I’ve tested 


some electric cars whose batteries 
were sorely tested by the two-mile 
journey to work and back, so 
having power at your disposal 
represents progress. 

Progress is a funny thing, but 
you can tell when it’s happening. 
Cruising around in a Volt felt like 
being on a super-highway to the 
future. Once upon a time those 
plain crazy guys who traversed the 
Rocky Mountains to California 
must’ve felt it, same as those folks 
who herded their camels along 
the old Silk Road. You build your 
own roads to the future with the 
Volt, although of course the 
adventure lies not so much where 
you go these days but how you get 
there. And the most surprising 
thing is how much the new era of 
vehicles that the Volt represents 
looks and behaves so much like 
the cars that we’re so familiar with 
- but believe me, the innards are a 
gamechanger. The engine 
innards, that is - the interior is 
OK/well-built, and the Volt 
generally handles like any other 
muscular saloon. 

So. Price. It’s £34,995 but you 
pay £29,995 after you get your 
government grant sorted. When 
you work out how much you’re 
not going to be spending on fuel, 
that’s great value. 

So that’s how, after getting a bit 
lost bumbling around town and 
heading for the hills (I’m an 
optimist), it occurred to me as I 
pulled up outside the Hotel Felix 
to hand the Volt back to the very 
helpful Chevrolet crew that, after 
all that, I could probably write a 
road test about the experience. 

Getting lost was never such an 
instructive experience.

CLAIRE Hallissey has 
expressed her joy after 
earning a place at the 
London 2012 Olympic 
Games. 

After doing all that was 
asked of her in the Virgin 
London Marathon on 
Sunday, the 29-year-old 
Ely Runner had an anxious 
24-hour wait before being 
officially named in the 
Team GB marathon squad 
on Monday. 

“I’m absolutely thrilled. I 
think it’s still sinking in," said 
Hallissey, who studied at 
Cambridge University and 
whose parents live in Ely. 

"It’s a dream come true - it’s 
what you aspire to, getting 
on to an Olympic team.

official news that I did make 
it on to the team - it’s nice to 
know that the job’s done. 

“It’s going to be some 
experience, definitely. 
Hopefully I won’t be too 
nervous and hopefully I will be 
able to enjoy the moment.” 
Paula Radcliffe and Mara 
Yamauchi had already 
earned selection for the 
Olympics, and Jo Pavey 
held the qualifying standard 
-as did Hallissey-but 
decided not to run in the 
London Marathon. 

So the British athlete had to 
run quicker than Pavey’s 
2hr 28min 24sec, which she 
did, clocking 2:27.44 as the 
first Briton home in 11th place. 
“I was a little surprised (that 
Pavey did not run), and in 
some ways it made the race a 
little bit more nervy because it 


wasn’t clear exactly what had 
to be done to qualify,” said 
Hallissey, whose maiden 
name is Wilier. “If she had run 
the race, we’d have had a 
pretty fair idea that whoever 
did come home as top Brit — 
obviously if they had the 
standard as well - would 
be pretty much guaranteed 
that spot. 

“But with her not running, it 
all made it a bit more 
uncertain. I was not 100 per 
cent sure (I had done 
enough), I was keeping 
everything crossed and 
hoping it was enough.” 
Hallissey will now be lining 
up alongside Radcliffe and 
Yamauchi in only her second 
GB appearance-her first 
coming in the 10,000m 
European Cup in Madeira in
